One  of  the  things  that  caught 
my  eye  had  to  do  with  actions: 
"If  you  do  not  agree  with  a 
decision  that  was  made  either 
by  die  referees  or  the  coach, 
don't  make  a  big  scene  and  be 
yelling  and  screaming  at  them 
and  questioning  the  decision. 
Just  let  the  kids  play  and  you 
suffer  in  silence.  That  is  a  tall 
order  for  most  folks  for  a  num¬ 
ber  Of  reasons.  One,  we  saw 
the  decision  that  was  made  and 
we  know  better  and  so  we  feel 
obligated  to  put  in  our  two 
cents  or  even  lO  cents  worth  of 
athletic  expertise.  Probably  the 
biggest  thing  that  causes  us  not 
to  suffer  in  silence  is  that  we  do 
not  have  the  discipline  to  keep 
our  mouths  shut  and  do  not 
recognize  the  ultimate  damag¬ 
ing  impact  that  it  can  have  on  a 
kid's  life.  The  parents  who  feel 
like  they  have  every  right  and 
feel  that  they  have  a  responsi¬ 
bility  to  vocalize  their  opinion 
and  tell  the  coaches  or  the  refs 
what  they  ought  to  do  and  how 
they  ougnt  to  do  it  and  display

anger  and  arrogance  while  they 
bellyache  and  belittle  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  supposed  to  be  in 
charge  do  not  realize  that  they 
are  not  only  teaching  their  chil¬ 
dren  how  to  be  bad  sports,  they 
are  mentoring  their  own  kids 
about  life's  worse  behavior  pat¬ 
terns.  In  just  a  few  weeks  or 
months  time  an  elementary 
school  kid  will  not  even 
remember  whether  they  won 
or  lost  the  game,  but  for  a  life¬ 
time  they  may  remember,  even 
mimic  the  display  of  poor  atti¬ 
tude,  on  the  part  of  some  adult. 

As  I  looked  over  the  sheet  of 
paper  instructing  the  parents 
now  to  behave  themselves,  I 
had  an  initial  thought  followed 
by  a  secondary  thought.  My  ini¬ 
tial  thought  was  this  is  good.  I 
have  seen  too  many  adults  act 
like  children  and  even  embar¬ 
rass  their  own  children  and  hurt 
the  sport  by  their  actions.  It  is 
good  that  somebody  thought 
Far  enough  ahead  that  they 
would  sideline  some  of  this  baa 
action  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 
My  follow-up  thought  was  this 
is  bad.  Isn't  it  a  sad  thing  that  we 


live  in  a  day  when  the  parents 
have  to  be  corrected  rather  than 
the  children?  Whatever  hap¬ 
pened  to  parents  who  cared 
about  the  way  their  children  act 
in  public?  Now  the  authorities 
have  to  focus  attention  on  the 
parents  so  that  it  will  not  influ¬ 
ence  the  children.  What  has 
happened  to  parents,  moms  and 
dads,  who  ought  to  care  about 
the  kind  of  example  they  are  set¬ 
ting  for  their  children? 

The  Word  of  God  is  so  clearly 
presented  in  Proverbs  that  we 
are,  "To  train  up  a  child  in  die 
way  he  should  go  and  when  he 
is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it." 
We  must  understand  that  it  is 
not  just  about  instructing  the 
chila,  vocalizing  what  we  think 
he  or  she  ought  to  be  doing,  but 
it  is  much,  much  more  than  that. 
It  is  declaration  reinforced  by 
demonstration.  Parents,  you  can 
make  a  tremendous  difference  in 
the  life  of  your  children  not  just 
insisting  that  they  make  good 
grades  and  apply  themselves  in 
extracurricular  activities,  but 
you  can  shape  them  by  your 
own  actions  and  attitudes. 


Years  ago  a  father  came  to 
me  and  he  was  just  uncontrol¬ 
lably  upset  ana  angry  at  his 
son.  The  boy  had  been  caught 
smoking  marijuana.The  aad 
was  explaining  how  that  boy 
knew  better.  He  had  taught 
him  not  to  do  that  and  to  stay 
away  from  folks  who  do 
drugs.  After  the  dad  got  his 
case  stated  to  me,  very  calm¬ 
ly,  but  as  honestly  as  I  could  I 
said,  "Well,  you  probably  are 
the  one  who  taught  him  to 
smoke  marijuana."  Shocked 
he  said,  "Not  me!  Why  would 
you  think  I  taught  him?  I 
leaned  over  and  thumped  his 
shirt  pocket  where  there  was 
a  pack  of  cigarettes  and  said, 
"He  has  spent  a  lifetime  of 
watching  you  light  up  one 
after  another  all  day,  every 
day.  He  does  not  realize  the 
difference  between  your  ciga¬ 
rettes  and  his  marijuana." 

Our  children  will  be  much 
better  off  if  we  leave  a  lot  of 
things  out  of  our  lives  includ¬ 
ing  our  unwanted,  unneeded, 
and  unappreciated  outbursts 
and  displays  of  ill  temper. 
Wouldn't  it  be  good  if  those  of 
us  who  know  tne  Lord  would 
fill  out  lives  with  attitudes, 
actions,  and  examples  that 
honor  the  Lord?  That  would 
also  bless  our  children  and 
make  soccer  games  and  little 
league  more  pleasant.

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Pro-family  Speakers  urged  perseverance  in  tne 
leaders  told  tens  of  thousands  of  people  cause.

Focus  on  the  Family  founder  James 
Dobson  told  die  crowd.  "We  are  not  here 
because  we  want  to  disparage  the  homo¬ 
sexual  community  or  anybody  else.  This  is 
being  played  in  the  media  as  an  anti-gay 
rally.  11131  is  not  true.  We  are  here  because 
we  believe  in  the  institution  of  marriage." 

Rally  organizer  Ken  Hutcherson  said 
that  reporters  interviewing  him  have  tried 
to  make  it  into  "an  anti-gay  rally." 

"We  don't  believe  in  anti-anything," 

Hutcherson  said.  "We  are  here  because 
we  believe  that  God  has  ordained  mar¬ 
riage  between  one  man,  one  woman." 

The  three-hour  rally,  which  continued 
even  during  a  passing  rain  shower,  came 
nearly  a  year  after  a  court's  decision 
brought  about  the  eventual  legalization  of 
same-sex  marriage  in  Massachusetts.  In 
the  ensuing  months,  public  officials  in 
other  states  moved  to  grant  homosexuals 
the  right  to  marry.
